The Very Ber. Father John Tohill. 
parish priest in the County Down, 
has been formally notified of hit 
selection by the Holy See as Bishop 
of Down and Connor, one of the 
most important dioceses in Ireland. 
The Bishoji elcct was born in the 
INirish nf Tamlaghtoorilly, Diocese 
of Dcrry, fifty-three years ttgo» In 
Mayiiooth, Ireland's fjreut ecclesias- 
tical rollcec lie made his tlieolo^'icul 
>tiulies. After a distinffiiished course 
he was <ird«Ine<l in 1S7S. Wherevei 
hi« lot lias lieen cast since llien 
Fkther Tohill won the affection and 
esteem of the people, and his eleva- 
tion to the Episcopate has gtren uni- 
versal satisfaction to the Cetholh 
iKidy thronjfhont the diocese over 
which he has been appointed to rule.

of 11 2d Hepburn avenue. Two other 
,<lAughhers ||ho became Staters of 
Charity died a few years ago. License 
liispei-tor Willium .1. Suluvan and 
Officer Dennis Sullivan were nep- 
hews of the deceased. Mr. Rullivan 
was for thirty-five year.s a foreman 
for <'oiiivvall IJrotliirs' soap factory, 
and VMis held in hi^^li esteem by all 
who knew hini. lie had tieeii ill 
many months and hi»i death was not 
uuexpectsd. The funerol servirrK 
were Inrgrl.V attended.

The Rev. Father Joseph Uuichiteau, 

venerable French priest attached 
to the Church of St, Vincent de Paul, 
.Vi-iv \ork City, is one of the most 
pi iifiiiiiiil students of astronomy in 
tin- I iiited States. He ri-ails s, r 
liiiiiis ill llie stars, and fimis m tlii- 
tiiilv of the uiiiversi- ii\ i i vv lii-liitiiig 
proof that there is a living Ci-d di- 
recting all tilings. He has a littli- 
observatory of his own construction 
built on the roof of the iHirisli house. 
In that little structure he s|iends 
most of his nights. In talking to a 
representative of the Xew York Her- 
ald last week he said: 

"The number of wild animals <ine 
can dist-over and perhaps shoot is 
limited, very limited. Hut the ilis- 
roveries one may make in the 
heavens .nre limith-ss. .\iid with my 
substitute fio- a giiii, my little tel- 
escope, 1 may "shoot' at mvriails of 
heavt-iily liodies and derive a thou- 
sand times the pleasure the man 
with a rifle has. ,\nd, tell me"' — 
Father (iuiehetaii'.s. dark eyes 
twinkled merrily — "don't you think 
my sort of hunting is a bit more hu- 
man, a trifle leas bloodthirsty? 

The gracious Ood that guides the 
feet of man on earth guides the 
fivotsteps of the .Martians and directs 
the destinies .if all Ills creiilureK in 
worlds iiiikiii iw 11 til us." The Itev . 
Fathei- (luii-lieteaii stood on the steps 
of his astronomical observatory on 
the roof of the parish house nnd 
talked earnestly to some visiting 
memliers of his <-ongregation on th<.> 
w-ondera of the heavens aa revealed 
by hii remarkable telescope. 

"I'he more deeply I have gone into 
the study of astronomy the more 
deeply have I been impressed with 
the magnitude of Go<rs wonders.
